Madoc’s Private Bills. 


In the Legislature at Toronto last 


of | week, before the Private Bills Commit- 


tes, two for the township and village of 
Madoc were under consideration. The 
Globe reports as follows :— 

The bills of the Township of Madoc 


nder| and Village of Madoc were approyed. 


From the bills it appeare! that the 
township originally granted a bonus 
which, with accrued interest, amounted 
to $97,000, to the Belleville & North 
Hastings Railway Company, no provi- 
made in the by-law 
fora sinkingfund. The debentures are 
now maturing, but the payment now 
wonld be oppressive upon the municip- 
ality. The Village of Madoc has since 
been incorporated out of the township 
and by agreement assumed $5,723.25 
of the debt. The township wants per- 
mission to issue debentures for $82.00) 
to meet the maturing debentures, which 
ita proposed to pay Off in annual in- 
atalments of piaoe, and interest for 
a period not ex ing 80 years. The 
Village of Madore also asked for permis- 
sion to issue debentures on similar con- 
ditions for $14,000, for the following 
purposes :—$5,723.25, being the village's 
share of the railway debentures refarred 
to in the township’s bill; $3,751 to 
meet balance of school debentures un- 
provided for; $3000 for a new steam 
fire engine. 

Messrs. W..J.Moore. Madoc, appeared 
for the township, and William Cross of 
Madoc, for the village, who appeared for 
the bills, explained that although pro- 
vision was made in the by-law for a 
sinking fund, owing to protracted legis- 
lation which ended in a decree cf the 
court directing the issue of the deben- 
tures, no sinking fund had been actu- 
ally provided. The preamble was 
amended in accordance with the facts 
and the bills were approyed, the limit 
of the debentures being reduced to 20 
years.

er variety. Given a good soil, well 
prepared, in pote act too large to fos 
ter a heavy growth of foliage at the 
expense of bloom, a sunny window, 
slips started in April or May, and kept 
from making buds through the sum- 
mer with reasonable care, one ought to 
bave a grand display of flowers all win- 
ter long, with nothing but geraniums.

TURKEY'S RICHEST MAN, 
Mec te am Armentan and Became Wealthy 
After a Pasha’s Gedden Death. — 

The richest man in Turkey is an 
Armenian, who is an American citizen, 
says @ correspondent. If the stories 
told in the diplomatic circle of Con- 
stantinople are true, he came by his 
money in a peculiar manner.

For several 
years prior to his death he acoumu- 
lated all the money and bonds he 
could obtain, which he stored away in 
his palace aa a reserve fund in case of 
a war with Russia which had been im- 
pending for some time.

He spent the 
night at this work and among the pa- 
pers burned that night are believed to 
have been the evidence of Midad‘s own- 
ership in the bonds that have made the 
Armenian the richest man in Turkey.

Andrew Pattallo, M.P.P., has intro- 

duced « bill, which, if passed, will 
teen a radical change in Councila, It 
provides that in towns of 7,000 the 
Councile shall consist of « mayor and 
ten councillors; in towns of over 6,000 
and mot more than 7,000, a reeve and 
eight councillors; in towns of 5,000 
and mot exoseding 6,000, « reeve and 
mx councillors; in towne of 3000, a 
mayor and four councillors; in incor 
porated villages there shall be a reere 
and four councillors; and in townships 
a reeve and four councillors—all to be} 
elected by general vole.

In case more than one- 
half in mumber of the councillora of 
any such town or of any township 
or village are returned by acclama- 
tion at the municipal election to be 
held for the year, 1900, one-half in num-

VETERINARY SURGEONS. 

Mr. German has presented a bill 
asking for an amendment to the Act 
of Incorporation of the Ontario Vet- 
erimary Association. The mew clause 
which the association want inserted 
reads as follows: “it shall mot be 
jawfal for any person not registered 
io practice veterinary medicine or sur- 
gery, or to perform any surgical oper- 
ition on animals for hire, gain or hope 
of reward. And if any person not 
registered pursuant to this act, for 
hire, gain or hepe of reward, practices 
ur professes to practice felerinary 
medicine or surgery, or advertises to 
give advice in veterinary medicine or 
surgery, he shall upon summary con- 
vgietion therefore before any Justice of

Notes of Proceedings In the Local 
Parliament. 
RAISING THE REVENUE. 

Hon Mr. Harcourt’s scheme for the 
raising of the revenues consists of two 
measures, one a bill reapecting brew- 
erles, distilleries and liquor licenses, 
the other known broadly as an act 
to supplement the revenues of the 
province. The amount which these 
measures will draw to the Provincial 
Treasury ia something like $300,000, « 
hundred thousand from the hquor 
people, the other two hundred thou- 
sand borne by corporations not notor- 
ious for their poverty. 

Wholesale licenses in 1884 stood at 
the reapectable figure of $150. They 
were raised $225 and later to $250. 
Tavern licenses in large cities in turn 
were $100, $160 and $250. In towns, 
$90, $100, $150; villages, $60, $90; $120; 
townships, $60, $72, $°7. The municip- 
alities may go on increasing license 
fees if they chooee. The increases to 
be gathered in under the auspices of 
Richard Harcourt are for the needs of 
the Ontario Government alone. No 
right which the municipalities have 
exercised is taken away. 

In cities with a population of over 
150,000 the wholesale license fee shall 
be increased by $200. In cities between 
40,000 and 100,000, there are four of 
them, the increase ia $150, and in oth- 
er cities, seven in all, an increase of 
$100. For tavern and shop licenses in 
cities of 150,000 and up the price is 
just $150 higher than before, in cities 
between 40 and 150 thousand §100 ex- 
tra, and in all other cities $100 is 
added to the original sum. Three 
railway saloons are each to pay ad- 
ditional license feea of $150 each. 

All told, Ontario has 67 breweries and 
8 distilleries. Thirty-six of smaller 
concerns are to be exempt, while the 
remaining 39 contribute according to 
the amount of their investment. The 
breweries will pay from $160 to $1,000, 
the distilleries, two small, four me- 
dium, and two very large, from §750 
to $4,000 extra. If Harcourt’s caloula- 
tions are anywhere near the mark the 
total revenue from distillera will be 


$24.000 from brewers, $16,000; from 
other licenses $65,000, a total of $110,- 
000

THE CANADIAN SENATE. 

Premier Hardy has given notice of 
ah important motion.

There should be, 
the motion goes on, an amendment to 
the act, substantially providing that 
in case of disagreement between the 
House of Commons and the Senate, 
the point of difference shall be decid- 
ed by a majerity of the members of 
the two Houses present and voting in 
a joint meeting. Further, it is pro- 
posed that the Hritish North America 
Act should be so amended aa to pro- 
vide that the appointment of Senators 
should be for a limited term of yeara, 
and mot for life, as at present. 

BILL ABOUT ALIENS. 

Mr. T. A. Wardell, of Weatworth, 
has ao important bill relating to the 
emnployment of aliens. It provides that 
any company securing a charter trom 
the Ontario Government, whether it 
be for building of railways or canala, 
@ company shall not be able to em- 
ploy aliens on any work whatever. 
Mr. Wardell feels that( Canadians are 
not being well treated and that people 
of other countries ara too well treat- 
ed, and has drawn upthe bill to give 
the Canadians any advantage of work. 

TAX EXEMPTIONS BILL: 

Andrew Pattullo, M.P.P., has given 
notice of a bill to amend the Munici- 
pal Act regarding tax exemptions. The 
bill asks that section 401 of the Muni- 
cipal Act, relating to municipalities 
granting tax exemptions ta manufac-~ 
turing éstablicshments without first 
coming to the Legislature for the pow- 
er. Mr..Pattullo first| introduced. a 
bill, then presented a resolution: to se- 
eure ihe sense off the House on the 
question. With the present bill Mr. 
Pattullo expects to take away all the 
powers of municipalities inj regard to 
exemptions. The principal clause of the 
bill reads: “Every municipal council 
shall by a two-thirds vote of the mem- 
bers thereof, have the power of ex- 
empting any manufacturing establish- 
ment or any water -works or water 
company, in whole or in part, from

They cannot claim this on 
the strength of their superiority in 
trade with the islands, for in this re- 
wpect they fall far below the United 
States, Great Britain and Australasia, 
im 1897 the islands imported $53,415 
worth of goods from the United States. 
$18,822 from Great Britain and only 
$5,562 from Germany. The Germans, 
however, prepare and export a great 
deal of copra, and they own most of the 
land that foreigners hold on the is 
lands. Of the 135,000 acres, about 
onewixth of the area of the group 
owned by foreigners, at least 85,000 
acres, including the best land in the 
lalands ia owned by the Germans. 
This landed estate was secured by the 
original German trading firm, and its 
euccessors have never parted with an 
acre of it.

PLIGHT OF THE GERMANIC 


LYING IN THE MUD AT HER PIER 
IN NEW YORK HARBOR. 


To the thousands of people who have 
orossed the Atlantic on the White Star 
| steamer Germanic, one of the oldest 

and most serviceable of the ecean lin- 
era, the fact that she now lies sank at 
her pier in the North River will, ap- 
peal with pathetic force says the New 
York Sun. For years and years she 
buffeted the storms of the Atlantic, 
riding seas that crushed less staunch 
and less ably handled ships, meeting 
the mishaps which all sea-golag craft 
are heir to with great’ good fortune 
to herself and to the credit of the 
men who sailed her. That she should 
touch her keel to the bottom when safe 
in port, right at ber own pier, with 
no warning of danger at hand, seems 
the irony of fate. 

The Germanic is « fine old ship, and 
deapite her years of service, will, no 
doubt, steam many thousands of miles 
when once ¢ ehe is lifted from her 
bed of mire. In her day she was as 
fine as anything afloat and used to 
carry the wealthiest of Americans 
across to the other aide. She and her 
sister ship, the Britannic, were the 
favorite ships at one time. 

The Germanic entered the trans-Al- 
lantic service between New York and 
Liverpool in 1875. She was built in 
Belfast with the old-fashioned single 
aorew. That's all she has to thia day, 
and yet

She is peculiar in this respect, that 
her speed is greater now than it was 
at the time she was built. In 1804 she 
was put into a drydock and refitted 
with new engines and boilers. Her 
staterooms were also refitted in hard- 
wood, being modelled after the Majes- 
tic and Teutonic, ag a cost of $250,000. 
When she came out on ber firat trip 
it was found that her speed had been 
increased a knot, so that she easily 
made the voyage under eight days, 
even in stormy weather. 

This ship has made almost 300 round 
trips across the Atlantic. In 1895 it 
was computed that she had travelled 
1,750,000 statute miles, carrying near- 


ly 60,000 saloon passengers — vy 
200,000 steerage n all this 
time she never had a serious accident. 
Occasionally she has crept into port a 
little the worse for wear, but she has 
never been in serious difficulties. She 
has weathered every kind of weather 
on the Atlantic for a quarter of a cen- 
tury, only to sink with her nose 
againat the wharf. 

The closest shave she ever had was 
in 1895, on ber firat trip from over 
England after refit . She wasn't 
half out to sea before the Cumbrae, an 
English freighter, was drawn across 
her bows by the force of the tide. The 
Germanic jabbed « great hole in her, 
but Captain MoKinstry kept steaming 
ahead, keeping his ‘a nose in the

charging her cargo. On Monday she be- 
gan coaling, with her decks and spars 
and ropes still beautiful with their 
wonderful ice formations. Barges were 
towed in on either side, so that she 
might coal through both the port and 
atarboard coal porta. A heavy storm 
was raging, and the river was very 
rough, but there was no thought of 
danger. The ship had a bad list to star- 
board when she came in, and coaling 
increased it. When the list reached 
leight degrees orders were given to 
cease coaling on that side, but to con- 
tinue on the port side, which was next 
ito the pier on the south side, the vee

Among them no lady sover~ 
eign has shown greater affection for 
dogs than Her Majesty Queen Victoria.

They are also unjustly ocon- 
sidered to be cold, unemotional and 
indifferent to the sufferings of others, 
As a matter of fact this appearance 
of stolidity is only a specimen of the 
wonderful self-control and the iron 
force of character with whicht his race

Revision of the Game Law. 

The Ontario Government has in con- 
templation a revision of the game laws 
of the province. Among the more im- 
portant changes is the repeal of the 
clause prohibiting the killing of deer 
whilst in the water. Hon. Mr. Gibson 
said 8,000 circulars were sent out by 
the Chief Game Warden relative to 
this, Not more than 500 or 600 answers 
were received and these were conflict- 
ing. The commissioners, after discuss- 
ing the subject and haying in mind the 
strong.views held by a great majority 
of the people, came to the conclusion 
that the clause prohibiting the shooting 
of deer in the water should be repealed, 
The increase in the number of deer in 
the eastern part of the province has 
been so great since the enforcement of 
the law for the protection of game that 
Mr, Gibson was in hopes there might 
be an open season for moose in 1900, 
Other fur-bearing animals had greatly 
increased in number through the opera- 
tion of the game laws. All permits 
issued during 1898 for the collection of 
birds, birds’ nests’ and eggs will be 
called in. The government claims that} 
these permits have been grossly abused.

REVENUE BILL CHANGE. 


The bi) to supplement the revenues 
and the ome relating to the leenses 
of breweries, distilleries and other 
industries has undergone great changes 
since introduced in the Legislature by 
Hon. Hichard Harcourt. 

in the tax on banks there is a 
change. Originally they were to pay 
one-tenth of one per cent. on paid-up 
Capital up to $2,000,000, $25 for erery 
$100,000 up to $6,000,000, and $15 for 
each additional $100,000. One of the 
changes is that the $15 levied on capi- 
tal above $6,000,000 i« out ont. 

TAX OF INSURANCE COMPANIES. 


The change also comes in the sche- 
dule of fire and other insurance com- 
panies. There is no change in the tax 
on life companies. All other insur- 
ance companies will have to pay two- 
thirds of one per cent. on premiums 
in Ontario. These companies were by 
the bill introduced in the House set 
at one-half of one per cent. Mutual 
fire insurance ,companies, which re- 
ceive premiums in cash, by the new 
arrangement will be required to pay 
the tax on the new companies. 

A clause, which reads thus, is also 
added:—"Where the receipts from pre- 
miums of a life insurance company 
whose head office is elsewhere than in 
Ontario are less than $20,000, and 
where such company lends money on 
seourity and has invested in this pro- 
vince $100,009, or more, such company 
shall pay a tax of one per cent, cal- 
culated on the gross premiuma and 
one-fourth of one per cent, on the in- 
come from investments received by 
such company in respect of the bual- 
mess transacted in the provimce during 
the preceding year.” 

LOAN COMPANIES. 

The Government have seen fit not 
to change the tax on lean companies 
having permanent paid-up capital. The 
alternation is made in connection with | 
the companies having withdrawable or | 
terminating stock. By the original! 
bill there was to be collected $50 from | 
capital from $100,000 to $200,000; $75 | 
from $200,000 to $500,000; $100 from | 
$500,000 to $1,000,000; and $50 for) 
each additional million. Now every | 
company will be required to fork out 
$65 for every $100,000 capital, except- 
ing the first $100,000.

WORK OF THE HOSPITALS. 

The report of the hospitals for the 
province for the year 1898 shows that 
more peeple than ever were treated. 
The number of patients treated was 
21838 This is 2,211 more than in any 
former year. The death rate was 
low any other year aleo, the total nur 
ber being 1159. This is about 6 per 
cent of the patients under treat- 
tment. The report says that it ia not 
surprising that the public have un- 
bounded confidence in committing the 
wick to the care of our hospitala, and 
that they contribute most liberally of 
their private means to the maintenance 
of the institutions There are alto- 
gather 48 hospitals receiving air from 
the Government. Those placed on the 
list during the past year were. St. 
Luke's Hospital, Ottawa, General Hows 
pital, Cornwall; and the Orthopedic 
Hospital, Toronto. The report deplores 
the fact that in some cities and towns 
there are too many hospitals. Thry 
divide the work up too much and crip- 
ple the efforts of institutions which 
are in a proper way to do the beat 
work. The Government aid grant last 
year was $110,000. Formerly the hos- 
pitals received at the rate of 3) cents 
per day per patient, This @110,000 is 
divided between the institutions, ac- 
cording to the work done. Further, 
the report aays that it is hard to say 
how long the grant will continue. It 
will remain, however, until the hospit- 
als are in a better way to sustain 
themselves, by way of private fees, etc. 
New hospitals are warned aguinat es- 
tablishing, believing that the Govern- 
tment will alwdys grant aid. The aver- 
age of a patient remaining in a hos- 
pital was 27 days, while altogether the 
daya numbered 578,309. The average 
coat per patient was 81.79 cents. 


ASKING FOR HELP. 


The Government was waited upon 
by a deputation from the Toronto 
Board of Trade, consisting of Presl- 
dent A. E. Kemp, A. E. Ames, William 
Stone, C. W. Bond, W. E. Massey and 
Wm. Ince, jr. They urged the Gov+ 
ernment to construct aline of rail- 
way at once from Toronto to the C.

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LONDON’S DEADLY FOG. 


em 


An Buginecr’s Plan for Believing the City 
of its Biack Pall. 


Mr B. H. Thwaite, CE. F.CS., au- 
thor of a number of books on soci- 
ological questions, has been studying 
the smoke problem in London, end pro- 
poses a novel remedy. 

Mr. Thwaite says, that, naturally, 
the London atmosphere is as clear and 
pure, and often as bright, as that of 
Paris. This, he says, is easily shown 
at night or at early morning, before 
fires are alight. Unhappily, this de- 
sirable condition is destroyed by the 
fall of smoke that follows London's 
awakening. 

The deprivation of comfort, and the 
ruin of works of art, by London's smoke 
plague is a small part of Mr. Thwaite’s 
“= pggageaaa against this ever-present 
evil. 

“No plague,” says he, “no contag- 
ion has a more destructive influence 
on the wellbeing and atability of 
men's lives than the amoke-laden fog 
of Londoa. 

The average weekly rate of mortal- 
ity during the prevatence of fogs is 
increased nearly two-fold, Mr. Thwaite 
declares, and the deaths traceable to 
diseases of 

THE RESPIRATORY ORGANS 
are more than doubled. In persons of 
advanced age this rate in increased to 
an alarming degree. 

A few years ago a fortnight’s heavy 
fog in Lendon brought the death-rate 
to forty per thousand, « rate equal to 
the great cholera year. The death re- 
cord of a single day of fog in London 
may be estimated at between 170 to 
200. A railway accident or other dis- 
aster that would produce such mor- 
tality Mr. Thwaite, truly says, would 
raise an outcry that would be heard 
throughout the kingdom. : 

Not only does an ordinary London 
fog sweep way each day the popula- 
tion of an English village, but its ef- 
fect upon the moral stamina of the 
people is declared to be more appalling 
In fact, Mr. Thwaite charges fogs with 
being the cause of most of the crimes 
and misery of the city. He contends 
that the increase in the cases of drunk- 
enness during foggy days substanti- 
ates this statement. 

The almost daily fog that hangs over 
London weighs, according to scienti- 
fic investigators, 300 tons, composed of

Mr. Dale made a 
model chairman, and after full justice 
had been done fe the spread in appro- 
priate terms he\introduced the various 
speakers in the order named:— 

Thos. H. Tamelty, the retiring Pres- 
ident of the Board, returned his thanks 
forthe honor of the postion in past 
years. 

James Engiish, Warden of the 
vounty, expressed his pleasure at being 
present at such a representatiye ga ther- 
ing of people interested in one of the 
most important industries in Canada. 
In this line the County of Hastings 
eceupied a proud position, being the 
largest producer of cheese in Ontario 
and having the most factories, except- 
ing one, The cheese industry was 
growing in Canada. the exports from 
Montreal was now greater than New 
York. and the export trade of butter 
was also on the increase, altogether 
bringing back about 16 millions of 
dollars annually of foreign money to 
the country. 

Mr. Thos. Watkin, who represented 
himself as the pioneer cheese buyer of 
this part of Ontario, having bought in 
the Madoc district over 25 years ago, 
gave an interesting address on cheese 
matters generally and the prospects of 
the business for the coming season. 
He was glad to meet the cheesemen of 
this district, whose interests as cheese 
manufacturers were identical with that 
of the buyers and exporters, and the 
result of their meetings together could 
not but be benificial to the industry 
generally, Hs referred to some unwar- 
ranted reports that had been circulated, 
but assured those present that he would 
be in the market for all the cheese he 
could get this season, and he gave some 
wholesome adyice to cheesemakers and 
patrons as to the necessity of making 
only a first class article if they desired 
the best. prices. He advised them to 
look well to the ** foundation "—get 
the milk to the factory in the best pos- 
sible condition, and with proper appli- 
ances they could then expect the cheese- 
maker to make a good article. Most 
important also was the curing room; 
get proper rooms. and the outlay 
would be repaid in one season, 

Ex- Warden McCargar prefaced his re- 
marks with some humorous stories, but 
went on to enumerate many things that 
would work for the good of the cheese 
trade in this section. Only a good art- 
icle weal command the highest prices, 
and there was always room for im- 
proyement. He adyised them not to 
make any more April or November 
cheese than possible, and they would 
be as well off at end of season. He 
pointed out the mistake in sending a 
poor article to the old country ; if con- 
tinued the trade would suffer. He gave 
some excellent adyice on the importance 
of care and cleanliness in the manufac- 
ture of cheese, having it boxed, branded 
and shipped properly, and good results 
would follow. 

Messrs. Bird, Whitton, Brentnel, and 
Magrath followed along the same lines, 
but each adding new thoughts to what 
had already been said on the necessity 
of greater exertion being made to im- 
prove the quality of our cheese. Many 
practical suggestions and a fund of in- 
formation was thrown ont by these 
gentlemen, which, if acted upon, will 
greatly improye the reputation of the 
cheese industry of this section. We 
regret want of space this week forbids a 
more extended report.

Reid, Treasurer Blair, Secretary Burn- 
side, Thos.

Have every 
movable thing, especially every board 
and stringer that lies on a ground 
floor, carried out of doors, thoroughly 
@wept and acrubbed on every side, and 
left in the sun and wind until pertect- 
ly dry. Indeed the least thing in de- 
caying wood should not be returned at 
all. There is no safety in any other 
course. Thoroughly sweep the ceiling, 
walls and floor. Give the walla two 
coats of fresh, — whitewash, and 
when the last wash is dry, sweep the 


floor thoroughly, especially close to the 


walls, to dislodge any germs that were 
brushed from the walls in the pro- 
cess of whitewashing. On no account 
neglect the limewash, for aside from 
ite incomparable disinfecting qualities 
and attractive whiteness, it kills what- 
ever fungi have formed upon the walls. 

Copperas is the best-known germ- 
killer and deodorizer, and has the add- 
ed merit of being inexpensive. Dissolve 
& pound in a large pailfnl of boiling 
water and sprinkle it freely under 
every bin and platform, and in the 
dark corners. If there is no cement 
floor, and a board walk is to be laid 
in the most used places, the entire floor 
should be saturated with copperas or 
some other germ-killing solution. 

In cleaning the woodwork, use soap 
and scalding hot water freely, not ne- 
glecting an inch of wood that can be 
reached, 

If the under side of, damp stationary 
bins and platforms cannot be thor- | 
oughly scrubbed or saturated with cop- 
peras solution, fumigate them with sul- 
phur after the reat is clean, and before 
bringing in anything in the shape of 
edibles. 

This is most easily done with sulphur 
candles, but it is less expensive to use 
sulphur in bulk and hot coals. Close 
every window and door, except those 
opening into closets or adjacent rooms 
where you wish the fumes to enter, set 
a

enough to prevent risk of fire, put 
pans underneath them, cover the bot- 


phur over and make a hasty exit, atuf- 
fing even the key-hole in the door at 
head of stairs with cotton batting.

Seoundiy Thrashed Were These Peoptie for 
Grewtng Uurcasonably Fat. 


Among the ancient Spartans every- 


thing was considered secondary to | 


military efficiency, and with a view 
to secttring this, the boys and men 
were by law kept im a continual state 
of “training. No deformed child was 
allowed to live; the boys were taken 
from their homes and subjected to 
military regulations at the age of 7. 
They were compelled to wear the 


‘| mame single garment winter and sum- 


mer. At twenty they joined the 
ranks, and from that age uatil they 
reached sixty were required to dine 
at the public tables, where only a cer- 
tain quantity was supplied for each 
man. The Magistrates interfered in 
absurdly small matters. They regu- 
lated the degree of fatness to which 
it was lawful for any citizen to ex- 
tend his body. Those who dared to 
grow too fat or too soft for military 
services and exercise were somelimes 
soundly flogg+d. Aelian, in his His- 
tory relates that Nauciis, son of 
Polytus, was brought before the 
Ephors (Magistrates) and the whole 
assembly of Sparta, and “his unlaw- 
ful fatness was publicly exposed, and 
he was threatened with perpetual 
banishment if he did not bring his 
body within the regular Spartan com- 
pass and give up his culpable mode 
of living which was declared to be 
more worthy of an Ionian than a 
Spartan.”

There is a County By-Law now in 
force for the preservation of public 
morals, No. 154, which applies to the 
whole county. Said By-Law provides 
punishment for certain cases :-— 

Secrton 1.—Against selling liquor to 
children, apprentices, servants, idiots, 
= insane people without proper auth- 


ty. 

Sworn 2.—That it shall not be law- 
ful for any person to post or circulate 
any indecent placard, writing or pic- 
tures, or write indecent words, or 
make any in t pictures or draw- 
ings on any wall or fence, or any other 
place whatever, or circulate the same 
within the limits of the County. 

Sreorron. 8—That it shall not be law- 
ful for any person to utter or employ 
any profane oath, or any obscene, inde- 
cent, blasphemous, or grossly insulting 
language,in any of the streets. highways 
or public places in the said county.

of both Toronto and Belleville put 
hotels or other places of public resort.

Some Extracts from the New Pire By-Law in 
Madoc Village.

For the information of all parties in- 
terested we have been requested to pub- 
lish the following extracts from the 
By-law relating to fire limits and gen- 
eral precautions against fire, storage of 
coal oil, etc., etc., lately passed by the 
Council of the Village of Madoc. The 
By-law is now in force and its proyi- 
sions will be carried out in future by 
the village authorities. The full text 
of the By-law may be seen at the 
clerk’s ottice :— 


No person shall keep or suffer to be 
kept any larger quantity than five bar- 
rels of coal oil, petroleum. kerosene oil, 
or other similar oils, nor a larger quan- 
tity than two gallons of any crude oil, 
naphtha. benzoline, or other similar 
combustible and dangerous fluids, at 
any one ttme in any place in the town, 
unless it or the building in which it is 
placed. is at least one hundred feet from 
any other building; and any of the 
fluids secondly aboye enumerated, must 
be kept in metal yessele; this clause 
shall not apply to buildings which 
have been heretofore specially erected 
for the storage of coal oil. 

No person shall keep or suffer to be 
kept in or around any building in the 
town, at one time, more than ten 
empty coal oil barrels. or other barrels 
which have contained illuminating oil. 

No person shall sell or keep for sale 
any fireworks within the limits of the 
town, without having first obtained 
from the town Council a license there- 
for which shall be obtainable from the 
Chief of the Fire Department, and shall 
have printed thereon the rules and reg- 
ulations relative to the keeping and 
storing of fireworks in the town, and 
every such license shall be and remain 
in force antil the first day of May next 
ensuing after the date thereof, unless 
sooner cancelled, and no longer. 

No person shall discharge any gun, 
fowling piece or other firearm, or set 
fire to any cracker, squib, serpent, rock- 
et or other fireworks in, or throw any 
cracker, squib, rocket or other fire- 
work into any of the streets, squares, 
lanes or other public places in the town, 
and no demonstration with fireworks 
in the limits of the town without per- 
mission from the Reeve in writing, and 
such permission in writing shall set 
forth the names of the streets, squares, 
lanes and other public places in the 
town in which such demonstration 
shall take place. as well as the day and 
hours on and at which such demonstra- 
tion shall be held. 

No person shall haye or keep any 
quantity of gunpowder, blasting 
powder, or other explesive material, 
exceeding twenty-five pounds in weicht 
in any one place or building in said 
town, for a longer period than five 
hours, and all such powder and explo- 
sive material, mot exceeding twenty- 
five pounis as aforesaid shall be kept 
in boxes of copper, tin or lead, well 
secured.

New Game Laws. 

The new game law has been intro- 
duced. The bill requires evary person 
when hunting to carry his license on 
his person, and he will be obliged to 
exhibit the license at all reasonable 
times. 

The hunting or killing of the cotton- 
tail rabbit will be permitted, providing 
such animals are not hunted or killed 
with firearms during the seasons for 
the protection of partridge or grouse. 

The sale or exposing for sale of game, 
nO matter where killed or procured, is 
prohibited during the close season for 
animals and birds, but will be permit- 
ted during the open season, and during 
five days after the expiration of the 
latter period. The exception allowing 
sale is not, howeyer, to apply to snipe, 
woodcock or partridge until September 
15th, 1900, and not to snipe, woodcock 
quail until the 15th of October of the 
same year. 

The bill contains provisions relating 
to the issue of licenses for the preserya- 
tion of game in cold storage to the 
owners of cold-storage premises on pay~- 
ment ofa fee of 85. Hotels, restaurants 
or clubs may not supply game at any 
meals for which a charge is made dur- 
ing the close season, except under the 
authority of a license to issued by 
the chief warden.

At the 
eastern extremity there is Cyprus, 
which has mot yet been fully fortified, 
but mo doubt, in pursuance of the 
British policy, will be during the next 
few years. here are no fortifications 
at the Suez Canal, but the majority of 
the company’s stock is owned by 
Great Britain. Egypt has virtually be- 
came a Lritish province, and there is 
mot the slightest doubt that should 
there be a prospect of serious trouble 
with any foreign nation involving the 
Egyptian and Eastern interests of 
Great Britain, the canal would be seiz- 
ed and, if necessary, fortified and 
DEFENDED BY BRITISH GUNS. 
At present there is no need for such 


action, for, although Suez and Port | 


Said are not defended, England holds 
at the southern extremity of the Red 
Sea the great fortress of Aden and the 
Isiand of Perim, and could instantly 
close the Mediterranean and Red Seas 
to the commerce of the world by stop- 
png mavigation at Gibraitar and 
Aden. 

dhe pol-cy which governs the British 
Government in the Mediterranean and 
Red Seas has prevailed elsewhere and 
any one who is curious to observe to 
what extent the British Government 
controls maritime affairs by the pos- 
session of strategic points and islands 
can enlighten himself by glancing over 
a map of the worid, when he will find 
that the earth is girdled by lines of 
British fortresses, which have been ¢s- 
tablished in the last century and a 
half. Great Britain is thus the police- 
man of the ocean; all seas are patroled 
by ironciads displaying the union 
jack. 

Up to this time, however, the valu- 
able Knglish dependencies which lie 
a.oug the North American coast of the 
Paciic have received comparatively lit- 
tie attention. Now it appears § that 
ibe British Government has become 
thoroughly aroused te the unportance 
of ite great Pacific colony and means 
(0 @stabiish at Esquimauit a naval 
station of the first class, which will 
be the rendezvous for the Pacific fleet. 
Esquimault has been but recently se- 
lected as a suitable point and conse- 
quently its name is to most readers ra- 
ther unfamiiiar. It is situated on’a 
beautiful and commodious bay, (hree 
miles to the west of the City of Vic- 
teria, on the Isiand of Vancouver. It 
is thus in am important sense the fort- 
ress Which wiil protect the capital of 
British Columbia from foreign attack. 
it is said that at first the propriety of 
establishing a station at Victoria was 
| Suggested, but the close proximity of a

per site. Esquimault will defend not

At present Esquimauit ia a station in 
embryo. Extensive docks have been 
built and fortifications begun, but the 
town mow consists for tbe most part 
of the houses of employes and work- 
men. The extent of the government's 
| préparations, however, indicates works 
of the most extemsive character, and 
iin the next two or three years Esqui- 
mault wilh become the site of great 
workshops and foundries where ship- 
j building will be carried on, repairs ef- 
fected and ali provision made for the 
equipment and maintenance of the 
fleet which England at all times main- 
tains in the North Pacific. 

The interests to be safeguarded by 
Esqguimault and the. great guns now 
on their way across the continent are 
already enormous and will become 
much larger during the next few 
years. To begin with, there is the 
transcontinental trade, which 
times in the year, even during the 
winter season, is a very important 
matter. The Canadian Pacific was 
built for the sole behoof and accommo- 
dation of the British colanies, and its 
western terminus must be perfectly 
secure against attack, otherwise the 
railroad becomes of little value. Dur- 
ing the last few years it has become 
clear that there is a great future be- 
fore British Columbia. A couple of de- 
cades ago the entire region was sup- 
posed to be practically uninhabitable

drop a hook and draw up a fish. The 
|perfection of modern processes for 
| curing, drying and canning wil! enable 
the Babectes of British Columbia to 
dispose of their crop in any part of 
the world ahd therefore stimulate the. 
industry to such an extent that it will 
}soon become among the first, if not 
| the leading business of the province. 

Besides the fisheries, the mineral re- 
sources of British Columbia have al- 
ready been proved.to be large, and it 
‘is probable that they, too, like the 
fisheries, are still almost in embryotic 
‘form. The precious metals have been 
‘found in many localities, for such iW 
(the abundance of gold ledges in the 
ranges along the coast that among the 
| sunds of ajmost every stream there may 
|be found particles of gold, which indi- 
ieate deposits of  gold-bearing quartz 
‘among the mountains. Geologists are 
‘not slow to state that there is a 
|possibility of discoverres in British 
‘Columbia which will rival those of 
| Alaska, and one “strike” of large dim- 
ensions will do more to

lof the province in a single season than 
'a dozea years of ordinary development. 
‘Iron, lead, tin, zinc, copper and other 
'metals have also been found at various 
points in the mountains of the pro- 
ivince, and it is probable that many 
of these mines will eventually prove 
of great value. Leaving the metals 
out of the question, however, British 
Columbia has a source of immediate 
wealth in the immense deposits of coal 
which are to be found at various points 
jin its territory. It is estimated 
ithat not less than 65,000 square miles 
lof the lands of British Columbia are 
janderlaid by coal fields, Many of the 
ibeds are, of course, too deep for pro- 
fitable working; in others the coal is 
of an inferior quality, but after deduc- 
tions are made of unavailable coaled 
‘lands, there is still a very gratifying 
remainder of tracts in which the coa 
| beds lie near the surface, and the 
fuel is of good quality and easily work- 
ed. At present the best coal is found 
at Nanaimo, on Vancouver Island, and 
the discovery of the coal ledges years 
ago led to the construction of a rail- 
road between Victoria and the coal 
fields in order to transport to the 
capital the product of the mines. This 
coal furnishes a supply not only to the 
ilarge and steadily growing commerce 
;of Victoria and Vancouver, but is ex- 
}ported in great quantities to the fore- 
bo pleco in Japan, China and even 
| India,

“For heavens sake, let my wife and 
children core in,” svye the man to the 
porter at the.gate. “I'll pay for their 
keep if you'll give them shelier 

Weve been tramping the streets for 
miles hereabouts since ten © clock 
this morning, bat can't find house or 
| reoms to let at any price.” 

It = against the regulations,” says the 
poor law official. 

“Then, what on earth am I to dof 
Ive just got a good job in this district, 
to start on Monday. We traveled to 
London by the night train. thinking 
we might get a house the first thing 
in the morning, as [ was prepared to 
pay a decent rent, but though weve 
spent all the day searching, we can’t 
find room anywhere. All day long my 
wife has been taking one side of a 
street, and I the other, while the 
children waited at the corner. We 
would have gone into tenements or 
apartments anywhere, but aot a 
|solitary room i to be had. As it 
grew dark, in our despair, we went. to 
the police station, and they advised 
;me to bring the wife and children to 
jthe workhouse till such ume as I 
| tould find a place outside.’ 
| “But we've no room to sparé here, 
ieither,’ says the gate porter. “Why 
| weve already got nearly two hundred 
‘more people than the house is certi- 
| fied for. Still, if the police sent you, 
| I suppose you must be admitted.’ 
| So the man-parted with hia wife and 
} children at the workhouse gate, spent 
| the night in a common lodging house 
| himself, the whole of Sunday in a 
i further futile search, but it was not 
j until a full fortnight had gone by. 
during which he paid for his wifes and 
bairns keep in the workhouse, that he 
found a place to take them to. Then 
it Was not a house, as he desired, but 
to tenements; not near his work as he 
wanted but two miles away.

Mining lands to the extent of 
48,911 acres were leased, $63,944 rent 
being collected. The total receipts of 
the department were 81,112,582 and the 
disbursements $311,348 From woods 
and forests $981,168 was received. The 
decrease in revenue amounted to $345,-

Canadian Railways Pay. 


Agngal Report ef the Minister ef Railways 
and Canals. 


Ottawa, March 24.—The annaul re- 
port of the Minister of Railways and 
Canals, which has just been issued, 
shows that on June 80th. 1898, there 
were 16,870 miles of completed railway 
in Canada, and an increase of 188 miles 
during-the year. There are besides 2.,- 
218 miles o! sidings. The amount of 
paid-up capital of Canadian railway 
companies was $941,297,000, an increase 
of $19,489,800. Gross earnings were 
$59,715,100, an increase of $7,861,829; 
working expenses were $39,187,550, an 
increase of $8,968,880 over the previous 
year, leaving the net earnings $20,577,- 
550, an increase of $8892,940. The 
number of passengers carried was 18,- 

,000, an increase of 2,272,710, 
Freight traftis amounted to 28,785,900 
tons, an increase Of 8,485,570 tons. The 
number of miles run by trains was 59,- 
685,280, an increase of 4,977,482. Acci- 
dent returns show that five passengers 
were killed during the year. 

Up to the present the Government 
has spent $123,551,000 on railways on 
capital account, and $17,619,220 for 
railway subsidies, making a total of 
of $141,170.220. Since Confederation 
$78,029,630 has been spent in the main- 
tenance and operation of Government 
railways, while a revenue of $64,510,650 
has been derived from them, making a 
loss of $8,519,980. Last year the net 
loss on the operation of Goyernment 
railways (Intercolonial and Prince Ed- 
ward Island) was $263 400, though 
there was a considerable increase in 
the earnings.
